The British-French command 
announced the loss of a twin­ 
tailed Roy al Air Force Venom 
jet fighter in a dawn attack over 
Egy pt—the first British-French 
loss of the air assault, the Cy ­ 
prus headquarters said. 
Claims 18 Plane* Downed 
The Sy rian radio, substituting 
for the bombed-out Cairo sta ­ 
tion. claimed the Egy ptians shot 
down five British bombers to­ 
day , raising to 18 the number of 
British and French planes the 
Egy ptians claim to have downed. 
The French spokesmen said 
French-British air raids dealt a 
heavy blow at the Egy ptian a r­ 
tillery barracks at A1 Mazo, near 
Cairo, and other military instal­ 
lations.

forces appeared to bo regroup­ 
ing west of the Suez Canal aft­ 
er being pushed from the Sinai 
peninsula by Israeli forces. The 
Israelis reported they had gained 
control of the immense and bar­ 
ren peninsula and that ground 
fighting died down today .

Busses ground to a halt when 
they hit the big drifts and snow­ 
plows could make no headway 
against the w ind which whipped 
snow back into lanes as fast as
